We are gradu- 
ally coming to the point where we 
must build for the future and where 
the question of soil fertility will be 
so generally understood that robbing 
the soil will be recognized as theft 
and the man who practices that 
kind of farming will be looked 
down upon by his neighbors, ‘The 
soil is not a mine from which any 
man is at liberty to withdraw divi- 
dends in the form of crops perma- 
nently, putting nothing at all back. 
The soil must not be exhausted to 
the point where profit ceases, Gen- 
crously enriched with the essential 
plant foods, it will continue to pro- 
duce profitable crops without end. 
Practising a system. of permanent 
soil fertilization is not only profitable 
but is the only method fair to future 
gencrations.—-Farmers’ Review.
